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The following are the Regulations governing the qualifications of candidates 
for Inspectors’ certificates: 


1. University Standing 


A degree in Arts from an Ontario University, as follows: 


(1) University of Toronto. 

(a) An Honour Degree in Arts as prescribed for Specialist qualifications, or 

(b) A Pass Degree in Arts with a standard of 66 per cent. at the final 
examination for the degree with standing in English for any two of the 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th years. 

(c) A degree in Agriculture (B.S.A.) with a standard of 66 per cent. at the 
final examination for the degree. 


(2) Queen’s University. 
(a) An Honour Degree in Arts as prescribed for Specialist qualifications, or 


(b) A Pass Degree in Arts with a standard of 66 per cent. in any five courses 
beyond Course I, and 62 per cent. in any other five courses. 


(3) University of Western Ontario. 
(a) An Honour Degree in Arts as prescribed for Specialist qualifications, or 


(6) A Pass Degree in Arts with a standard of 66 per cent. at the final 
examination for the degree with standing in English for each of the four years. 


(4) McMaster University. 
(a) An Honour Degree in Arts as prescribed for Specialist qualifications, or 


(6) A Pass Degree in Arts with a standard of 66 per cent. at the final 
examination for the degree with standing in English for each of the four years. 


(5) University of Ottawa. 


A Pass Degree in Arts with a standard of 66 per cent. at the final examination 
for the degree, with standing in English for each of the four years. 


Note No. 1: A candidate shall extend his course over at least four years 
from Junior Matriculation or its equivalent, and he shall attend the University 
classes: (a) for at least two complete regular sessions approved by the University; 
or (b) for at least one complete regular session and two complete sessions of the 
summer school, or (c) for at least four complete sessions of the summer school, 
or the equivalent thereof, with the supervision prescribed by the scheme agreed 
upon between the Department and the University. 
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2. Teacher’s Certificate 


A Permanent First Class Public School Teacher’s Certificate for the Province 
of Ontario. 


3. Teaching Experience 


At least seven years’ successful experience in the Provincial schools of 
Ontario, at least two of which shall have been in one or more of the Public or 
Separate Schools. 


Note No. 1: The degree of Bachelor of Pedagogy will be accepted in lieu of 
any one of the seven years of experience as prescribed above, or the degree of 
Doctor of Pedagogy in lieu of any two of the said seven years. If the candidate 
holds both degrees, each degree will be accepted in lieu of one of said years. 
In no case shall the degree, or degrees, in Pedagogy exempt a candidate from the 
requirement of having had two years’ successful teaching experience in the - 
Public or Separate Schools of the Province. 


Notre No. 2: Experience as a Master in one of the Ontario Provincial 
Normal Schools will be accepted as equivalent to Public or Separate School 
experience, year for year, in lieu of any two of the seven years of experience as 
prescribed above. 


Note No. 3: The Principal of a Continuation School who is also acting as 
Principal of the associated Public School, and, as such, directs and supervises the 
work of the Public School teachers, may on the approval of the Chief Inspector of 
Public and Separate Schools count such Continuation School experience as Public 
School experience for the purpose of qualifying for the Public School Inspector’s 
Certificate. 


4, Certificate in Agriculture 


The Intermediate Certificate in Agriculture duly obtained at the Ontario 
Agricultural College. 


5. Professional Examinations and Courses 


There will be a Professional Examination for Inspectors’ Certificates held in 
July of each year at the Parliament Buildings, Toronto, in accordance with the 
scheme of courses and examination requirements outlined below. 


Candidates for admission to the examinations for the Inspector’s Certificate 
shall make application therefor not later than May 31st of the year in which they 
propose to write; and, before such admission, they shall have submitted to the 
Deputy Minister certificates that they hold the academic and professional 
certificates and experience prescribed above. 


I. Courses and Written Examinations 
Candidates may take Part I and Part IJ in the same year or in different years. 
If taken in different years, Part I must precede Part II. 


The degree of Doctor of Pedagogy or Bachelor of Pedagogy will be accepted 
in lieu of Part I.

III. Examination Standard and Certificate 


1. Each question paper at the Written Examinations will be valued at 100 
marks, and the maximum for the Oral Examinations will be 150 marks. 


2. A candidate who at each of the Written Examinations prescribed above 
for Parts I and II obtains at least 50 per cent. of the marks for each paper and 
60 per cent. of the aggregate of the marks for each part and 60 per cent. of the 
marks for the Oral Examinations and who has complied with the other Regula- 
tions for Inspectors’ Certificates may, on the joint report of the examiners at the 
Written and Oral Examinations and with the Minister’s approval of the candi- 
date’s personal qualifications, be awarded an Inspector’s Certificate.
